given for transfer and transportation, and it is my opinion thst 
this authority would be given on behalf of this Stato by the Cormnise 
sioner of Public Welfare, 


it is, therefore, my opinion that you as Comissioner 
of Public Welfare have exclusive authority to authorize the tronsfer 
and transportation of a poor and indigent person from VYoricnt to New 
Haapsiire in accordance with the terms of tho epreemont ond aon 
your dotermination that such person is the responsibility of o 
political sub-division of this State,
